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ENLISTMENT BILL.
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Provision for Increasing the Military
In Time of War.

THE APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS,

Officers of Organization KnllitlnR as n
Wholo Will bo ltccoenltcd-llo- ir Mil-

itary Divisions nro to bo l'ormod
nml Itcffuliitcil.

Washington, April 29. The war de-

partment bill to provide for tempo-
rarily incrcaslnrF the military establish-
ment in time of war was nont yester-
day to Chairman Hull, of tho houso
military affairs committee, and Sena-
tor Hawley, tho chairman of ti similar
committee in tho senate. Tho measure
was prepared under tho immediate I

supervision of Assistant Secretary
MciUlejohn after a thorough unci care-
ful study of the best interests of the
service. In transmitting the bill to
congress a request Is made for favor-abl- o

consideration, and in view of tho
exigencies of tho situation, spaody ac-

tion is expected.
Iu time of war tho nrmy is to con-

sist of two branches, tho regular and
the volunteer army, tho latter to be
maintained only during the existence
of war or whllo war is imminent, and
Is to be raised and organised only af-
ter congress authorizes it.

All enlistments for tlto volunteer
army nro to bo for three years unless
sooner terminated. All tho regimental
nnd company officers of tho volunteer
army nro to bo oppolntcd by tho presi-
dent, upon tho recommendation of the
L'overnors of tho states in which their
tcspectlvo organizations are raised.

Concerning tho 'national guard, it is
brovided that when the members of
iny company or regiment of tho

militia shall enlist in the vol-

unteer army iu a body, as such com
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United States

pany or regiment, tno regimentnl nnti
ofliccrs in service with tho

militia organization tlius enlisting may
be appointed by tho president, subject
to an examination as to illness ami ca-

pacity, to bo oillcers of corresponding
grades in tho samo organization when
it is received in tho service as a part of
tho volunteer army.

The troops in timo of war, whether
frelpnglng to. tlm regular or volunteer
army or tq tho militia are to be organ-
ized into divisions of threo brigades,
tmcli brigade to bo oompowl qf throe
or moro regiments, and when tlKce op
more divisions nro nsscmuioit in tno
samo army tho president is to organlzo
thorn into army corps, oaoh corps to
consist of not moro than throo divi-

sions. Tho president is to appoint in
tho volunteer army not exceeding one

.major-gener- for each organized nrmy
corps and division anil one ungauier-gcner- al

for each brigade, to be se-

lected from the regular or volunteer
nrmy or the militia.

Ho demands that Spain
withdraw her army and navy forces
from Cuban waters as required by tho
terra of the act of congross (no date
for the withdrawal being mentioned),
nnd then states that if a satisfactory
answer is not received hero befoto Sat-

urday next, he will proceed at ance to
carry tho resolution of congress into
effect.

The (list of tho Ultimatum.
Although tho text of the ultimatum

was not made public, it is known that
with it is transmitted to tho Spanish
government, through Minister Wood-

ford, n copy of tho joint resolution of
congress, together with the statement
that they have received executive ap-

proval. In compliance with their terms
the president makes a demand upon
Spain to withdraw her lBud and naval
forces from tho Island and its waters, ami
in tho event that n satisfactory re-

sponse to this demand is not received
by the president by Saturday next ho
will proceed, with t'ic nrnied forces, qf
the United States, to carry thcs.o reso-

lutions into effoct, Tho prcsldont does
not nnmo any hour of tho day of Satur-
day prior to which Spain must make
answer, If nt all, to our demands, but
a reasonable assumption is that nny
tlmo up to midnight Saturday will be
regarded as a compllanco with the
terms of tho ultimatum.

An Interesting Hvcnt.
Wabhinoton, April 20. Tho bigning

of tho Cuban resolutions by tho presi-
dent was an exceedingly interesting
event, although without special inci-

dent. Gen. Alger had brought over
from the war department a pen which
he requested the president to uso in ap-

pending his tignaturo to tho docu-

ment. The pen had an ordinary gutta-
percha holder, and It wus handed to
tho president by his secretary, Mr. Po
tcr.

in brilliant court, military, naval or
palace uniforms. At tho close of her
majesty's bpcccl) there ya- - renewed
cheering, after which 1'rem.lcr Sagasta
declared, tlm cortcs qpencd, and tho
queen regent and tho boy king, accom-
panied by tlio court, loft tho building
amid another wild burst of enthusiasm.

Tlio queon regent referred to the
troubles mentioned at tho last ssssion
of the cortcs, saying that they had In-

creased "owing to tho attitude of the
people of tlio United States
in fomenting trouble," adding
"thnt hitherto Spain liad submitted" to
these threats and injuries as not being
an expression of tho American nntion,
but becoming national, they would
oblige mo to break relations with tho
United States.

Is due to tho popo and also to tho
great powers, whose notion strengthens
my conviction that Spain's cause

universal sympathy."
Continuing, her majesty sulci: "Pos-

sibly, however, tho peace efforts may
fall to control tho evil passions ex-

cited against Spain. Lest tills mo-

ment arrive, I have summoned the
cortcs to defend our rights, what-
ever sacrifice they may entail. Thus
identifying myself with tho nation, I
not only fulfill tjio oath I sworo in ac-

cepting tlio regency, but, I follow
tho dictates of a mother's heart,
trusting to tho Spanish people
to gather behind my son's throno and
to defend it until he is old enough to
defend it himsolf, as well as trusting
to tho Spanish pcoplo to defend tho
hcvyor nnd tho territory pf the nation."

Plans Being Formulated in Congress

for CallingQut Two Hundred
Thousand Soldiers.

REGULARS, VOLUNTEERS AND MILITIA,

A Ulll Ilelns Drawn Upon theFresuraptlon
That the Passage or tho Cuban Uesolu-tlon- s

aieaus War and W1U Nocoltnt
tho Itupld Concentration ot a Iarge.
llody ot Men.

Washinoton, April 10. Plans now
lelng formulated? in congress involve
the plneing of aboutJJOO.OOO soldiers, in
round numbers, ait tho disposal at tho
government within a very short tlmo
after tho Cuban resolutions are ap-
proved by the president. This calcula-
tion is based on the following figures,
covered in plans already in effect, or in
contemplation, viz.

Standing nrmy, 27,000; by call for
volunteers, G0,00o; by calling out slate
militia, 75,000 or 100 000; by army reor-
ganization bill, 5,000 Leaving aside the
present regular array force, tlio second
und fourth items nrc practically settled
on in committee, whllo tho third, us to
state railltia, is being actively can-
vassed, and whllo tliero aro differing
views they nro expected to crystallize
into nu authorization to call out the
numbers stated.

The bill drawn up by the war de-

partment for introduction by
chairman of tho mili-

tary commlttco, authorizes tho presi-
dent to call for sqmcthlng like 00,000
volunteers, to bo drnwn through the
various states. Whllo this method
obviates tho legal technicalities in-

volved in the services of stato militia
organisations, it is lilcely the volun
teers thus obtained, through quotas
furnished by tho respective stato nnd
territorial governors, will como from
within state military ranks.

In tho houso commlttco. on militia a
plan to effectually put a largo number
of the militia at too disposal of the
president is being formulated. Somo
think 100,000 execs ivc, but. Chairman
Marsh ami others regard tho flguro ns
conservative, in tho lew thnt tho reso-
lutions evidently mean war. Tho pres-
ident, ns now suggested by Representa-
tive Marsh, can cal' out tho militia at
anytime und congrcscun follow up tlio
executive action by legislative enact-
ment providing fr their muster-
ing into the United States service.
At the same tlmo, t'10 army reorgan-
ization bill recently recommitted by
tho house, is being carefully pruned in
the military affairs commlttco to meet
objections. It is prSposcd to extend
the army organization to the threo
battalion war formation, and to in-

crease the batteries of artillery to S0()

men each. This measure, it is claimed,
may bring about 5,033 moro men into
the regular service to be added to tho
present 27,000 regular troops.

First Call Will be for Eighty T'tonsand
Men.

Washington, April 19. Tlio war de-

partment has practically decided that
its first call to arms will lie for 80,000
men, to be taken from tho militia of
tho several btatcs. There aro some
complications iu tho matter, which it
will take n little tlmo to adjust, and
which will prevent tho issuance of a
call to-da- and may delay it even a
little longer.
